He believes 
the President will sustain him and 
that the office will be declared va- 
cated without a successor being 
named immediately. 

It was revealed in Mr. Mitchell's 
statement that Mr. DeGroot had 
been asked to resign by Attorney 
General Sargent in January, received 
a hearing, and following this the 
investigators still recommended his 
dismissal. Mr. Sargent left office 
without taking cognizance of Mr.

| WASHINGTON, April 30.—Revela- 
tions of large investments by the 
International Paper and Power 
| Company, or its subsidiaries, in

bald R. Graustein, president of the 
| company, in testimony before the 
| Federal Trade Commission. 

The inquiry was begun at the re- 
quest of Senator Norris of Nebraska 
as a part of the commission’s ex- 
tended investigation into publicity 
activities of public utilities. It was 
directed specifically at the purchase 
|of stock in the Boston Publishing 
| Company, which publishes The 
| Herald and Traveler there, by the 

International Paper Company. 
| Mr. Graustein declared the invest- 
ments were made with the object ef 
| obtaining outlets for newsprint, and 
in no way did the company seek t4 

influence news or editorial policie- 
of the newspapers, nor did it desir 
to exert such influences.

Denies Utilities Propaganda. 


The stock purchases in The Chi- 
cago Journal, Mr. Graustein testified, 
had indirectly aided the Bryan- 
Thomason Newspapers, Inc., the 
| Journal's owners, in financing two 
| of the later corporation’s newspa- 
| pers, The Tampa (Fla.) Tribune and 
The Greensboro (N. C.) Record. 

The witness, under questions by 

Robert E. Healy, chief of commis- 
sion counsel, said that the assets of 
| the International Paper and Power 
| Company and its subsidiaries totaled 
| $490,000,000, of which $292,000,000 
| consisted of power developments and 
$198,000,000 paper and pulp enter- 
prises. In 1917, he testified, the 
gross income of the combined com- 

panies was 54 per cent from power, 
|25 per cent from newsprint and 21 
| per cent from miscellaneous sources. 

The newspaper holdings, the wit- 
| ness said, were procured only to as- 

sure contracts for newsprint and 

were in no way associated with the 
hydroelectric and other power, devel- 
opments. He said that the newsprint 
part of the business was the orig- 
inal and outstanding branch of his 
| company’s activities, and that the 
|; power projects came subsequently 
| and were considered auxiliary. 

“No utilities propaganda: is in- 


volved in these newspaper holdings,” 
|Mr. Graustein said. “Some of tha 
newspaper publishers said to us that 
| they preferred to be financed outside 
of local influences. 

“There is not one case of a news- 
paper where we have the control and 
where the control is not in other 
hands. I have never met an editor of 
any of the papers. We have nothing 
to do and do not want to have any- 
thing to do with news and editorial 
policy. The only contact we have is 
with the newspaper accounting of 
fice. We know there is danger af 
suspicion of our controlling editorial 
policy, and we feel that we must 
p 100 rer cent clear of influenc 

ing these policies.”’ 

Mr. Graustein revealed plans of his 
concerns to buy stock in two other 
newspapers. One was The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. he said. but “it 

ididn’t go through.”’ The other was 
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the Italian language newspaper in 
New York, I] Progresso, which 
also failed to materialize when some 
other company exceeded Interna- 
tional's bid. 

“The witness testified that

Boston Editor Tells of Deal. 


Prior to the testimony of Mr 
Graustein. Robert Lincoln O’Brien 
of Dedham, Mass., former president 
of the Boston Publishing Company 
and former editer of The Herald, 
and James Garfield of Boston, sec- 
retary of the publishing company. 
told of the negotiations leading up 
to the purchase of the stock of these 
two newspapers by the International 
Both said the stock was sold at a 
price less than its actual value. 

Mr. O’Brien, who was editor of The 
Herald for seventeen years, said he 
terminated his editorship on Dec. 31, 
last year, due to “‘uncongeniality 
with the owners."’

Had to Curtail Newsprint Output. 


“The poor showing of 1928 is due 
to several factors, the foremost of 
which was the curtailment in news- 
print production and the reduction 
in newsprint price."’ In other 
words, in 1928 the company suf- 
fered a heavy deficit due, as its 
stockholders were informed, to the 
fact that it had to curtail its news- 
print output very substantially. In 
fact, it did not have its share of 
the business. 

It was to remedy this situation 
that an interest was purchased 
in The Boston Herald-Traveler 
The statement has been widely 
made that the International bought 
The Herald-Traveler. While there 
is an element of truth in the 
words, they convey an entirely in- 
accurate idea.: 

The International only purchased 
an interest in The Herald. Though 
that interest was a 50 per cent in- 
terest, it was tied up with a trust 
agreement so that control re- 
mained where it had been for the 
last fifteen years. At the outset 
of the negotiations it was imme- 
diately agreed both that The Her- 
ald did not want the International 
to have any say about the news or 
editorial policy and that the Inter- 
national did not want to have any 
say on either point.

The Herald uses about 30,000 
tons of newsprint a year, of which 
the International had supplied 10,- 
000 tons in 1927 and only 5,000 
tone in 1928, with the prospects for 
1929 dubious.

Says Competitors, Advance Funds. 


More than that, competitors of 
the International have assisted in 
financing of newspapers and the 
poor showing of Internationa! in 
1928 is partly ascribable to the loss 
of a large account through figan- 
cial assistance extended by a com- 
petitor. 

Under these circumstances, it 
was clear to the management of 
the International's newsprint prop- 
erties that the solution admitted of 
only one answer—that was of ob- 
taining additional tonnage in the 
only way in which it was possible 
to obtain it. 

It has been intimated that the 
business might have been obtained 
by dropping the price. That ob- 
servation again shows a lack of 
familarity with the newsprint busi- 
ness. If the International, the 
largest factor in the newsprint 
business, dropped its price in a pe- 
riod of overproduction, a like drop 
in price by all other manufacturers 
would have been inevitable and no 
progress would have been made, 
rather the reverse. 

The only remaining fector in the 
situation is the suggestion that our 
power interests should have pre- 
vented our proper running of the 
newsprint properties. The mere 
statement of that suggestion ought 
to be a sufficient answer to it 

The International has no right, 
ability or desire in any way to in 
fluence the news or editorial policy 
in any newspaper in the whole 
country. The international feels 
that it would be unwise policy from 
the point of view of its power 
properties to adopt any other 
policy, and public sentiment gen- 
erally, we believe, supports that 
viewpoint. Moreover it would be 
unsound policy from the point of 
view of the investment made in the 
newspaper. 

Special Interests a Handicap. 

A newspaper influenced in 
news or editorial policy by the spe- 
cial interests of its owners has, to 
say the least, an uphill job to be 
successful; and the International 
would not be willing to make any 
investment under any circum- 
stances in any newspaper if it did 
not feel that the investment in 
itself was wise and profitable. 

In the case of The Boston Herald, 
which has been widely discussed, 
we are perfectly confident that 
our purchase can be demonstrated 
to have been not only wise but ad- 
vantageous as an investment. 
Specifically, we think we have at 
least $1,000,000 profit today if we 
desired to cash in on it. We are 
speaking entirely independently of 
the advantages obtained from the 
newsprint contract. 

Perhaps it might be well to make 
clear the answer to another 
question. Why should a paper 
company own an interest in utili 
ties? The answer lies in the 
history of the International. It 
was formed thirty years ago as a 
newsprint consolidation. Newsprint 
is manufactured largely from 
ground wood and grinding wood 
requires very great quantities of 
power.

based on low cost power. 

The Canadian enterprises of In- 
ternational have thus served the 
industrial development of Can- 
ada.

Threatening to tie up the building 
industry in four boroughs, more 
than 1,000 building material chauf- 
feurs, helpers and yardsmen voted 
last night to strike for a minimum 
wage, a nine-hour day and union 
recognition.

Teamsters, affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, at Laurel 
Garden, 75 East 116th Street. 
Martin Lacey, business representa- 
tive of the union and chairman of 
the meeting, said the strike was 


| forced on the men by the unwilling- 


ness of employers to consider their 
demands. ‘It won't affect building 
just now because employers, antic- 
ipating our move, have ‘jammed up’ 
their jobs,’ Mr. Lacey said. ‘‘But 
in four or five days lack of mate- 
rials will begin to be felt and other 
workers will have to be idle.’’ 

The union officials said that the 
demands of the workers had been 
presented to employers throughout 
the city, with the exception of Staten 
Island, with the result that most of | 
them ignored the demands and some 
challenged the union to show its | 
strength. 

“We hope the strike won't last | 
long,’’ Mr. Lacey said. ‘‘We had 
hoped to sit down and have a 
agreement but we have 
been forced to strike.”’ 

This is the first attempt to or- 
ganize the drivers and helpers since 
1916. According to union officials, 
more than 900 men joined the union 
in the last few days, out of a total 
force of about 1,600 workers Mr.

Mayor Does Thorough Job. 


The Mayor then applied himself 
earnestly to his ‘‘practical job."’ 
After he had dropped the first 


trowelful of mortar on the base of 
the stone, which usually suffices for 
te formal purpose of laying a cor- 
nerstone, he continued to wield his 
Silver trowel, in company with the 


mason who stood by, and the two 
completed the job together. Then 
the Mayor picked up a large wooden 
mallet and tamped the stone secure- 
ly in place. 

In his introductory remarks, Jus- 
tice Ingraham enumerated the arti- 
cles which were to be placed in the 
stone. The list included the minutes 
of the first meeting of the Board of 
trustees, a list of the trustees anc 
efficers, a copy of the first annual 
report, a copy of the charter, a list 
of subscribers to the endowment and 
building fund of the museum, a copy 
of the agreement under which the 
city ceded the plot of land on which 
the museum is being erected, a copy 
of the deed of gift of the J. Clar- 
ence Davies collection, which will 
form an important part of the exhib- 
its of the museum, a copy of the in- 
vitation and program for the cere- 
monies yesterday, current newspa- 
pers, current theatrical program. 
and an airplane view of Broadway. 


Smith Congratulates City. 


Mr. Smith, at the beginning of his 
address, had difficulty in making 
himself heard because small boys 
had perched themselves at every 


vantage point outside the enclosure 


including the high ground across 
Fifth Avenue in Central Park, and 


they cheered and called to him con- 
tinuously. He finally quieted them 
by waving his brown derby and mo- 
tioning them to be still. 

The former Governor declared he 
was proud of the part he had played 
in making the new museum possible, 
referring to special legislation which 
was enacted. He congratulated the 
city on having donated the land, and 
the trustees on having raised the 
money for the project. He said he 
had been glad to discover that the 
lower east side of Manhattan, which 
he represented in the Assembly for 
many years, and which was particu- 
larly dear to him, would be well 
represented in the exhibits in the 
museum 

‘The museum will give to visitors 
from all over the world a compact 
history of the material progress of 
New York City,"’ he said. ‘It will 
show in story and pictures the de- 
velopment of the most marvelous city 
of the known world. The last twen- 
ty-five years have witnessed the 
greatest material progress in history, 
and the educational value of that de 
velopment will be preserved in the 
museum, for the children of the 
future.”’ 


Unique Quality of New York. 

Dr. Finley comparisons be- 
tween New York and the other great 
cities of the world, present and past, 
concluding that there was something 
about New York which gave it a 
value of its own, apart from all the 
notable features of other great cities 
Whatever other great city a New 
Yorker might visit, he declared, he 
would feel there a nostalgia for the 
unique quality of New York. 

Mr. Wickersham included in hia 
address a message from the trustees, 
in which an appeal for further con- 
tributions to the building fund was 
made. He explained that the drive 
last year had netted a little more 
than $2,000,000, of which $1,000,000 
was to be used for permanent en- 
dowment and the rest to defray costs 
Plans for the build- 
ing were subsequently changed, he 
added, and the cost increased to 
$1,600,000. A loan of $600,000 was 
executed, in order that the work 
might go forward without interrup- 
tion, and Mr. Wickersham said that 
it was now hoped to pay off this loan 
from new subscriptions.

HE INVOKES KELLOGG PACT 


Though a Lifelong Tory, He Advises 
Britons to Vote Only for Candidates 
Who Strive for World Peace.

Wireless to Tuk New Yorn Times, 
LONDON, April 30.—Viscount Cecil 
of Chetwood will offer tomorrow in 
the House of Lords a motion that the 
time has come when England should 
subscribe to the optional clause com- 
mitting herself to the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the International Court | 
of Justice at The Hague in the four 
types of cases enumerated in that 

clause. 

The optional clause Article 
XXXVI of the protocol setting up 
the Court. Unlike the other articles 
of the protocol, it is optional with 
any State that is a member of the 


Court whether or not it signs this 
particular part, which commits the 
signatories to accept the Court’s rul 
ing on an interpretation of any 
treaty, any question of international 
law, any question concerning the 
existence of a fact which, if estab- 
lished, would constitute a breach of 
the international obligation, and the 
nature and extent of the reparation 
to be made for such a breach. 

Holland, Switzerland, the three 
Scandinavian countries, Austria, sev- 
eral small nations in Eastern Eu- 
rope and China have already ratified 
this clause. Brazil, Uruguay and 
Haiti of the Pan-American group are | 
also on the list—fifteen nations, all 
told. 


Reasons Why Britain Refused. 


On previous occasions when an at- 
tempt has been made to get England 
to accept the clause the Conservative | 


Government has declined for two rea- 
sons—first, that the Court is not long 
enough in existence to have its use- 
fulness fully tested, and, second, that 
England could not take this step pru- 
dently until the self-governing Brit- | 
ish Dominions had decided what they 
would do in the matter. 

Perhaps both and certainly the sec- 
ond of those objections will be made 
tomorrow by the Lord Chancellor 
when the motion is introduced. The 
present government's attitude is that 
the whole thing should be deferred 
for consideration of the next Im- 
perial Conference, which will prob- 
ably meet in London in the Summer 
of 1930 

But Lord Cecil does not think that 
either of the government's old objec- 
tions is any longer valid, Inasmuch 
as Canada and several other parts of 
the empire have already expressed 
| their approval of the optional clause 
and inasmuch as Prime Minister 
Baldwin, in a speech'in October, 
paid a great tribute to the practical | 
working and efficiency of the World 
Court.

'MINTYRE ON STAND 


DENIES SMUGGLING 


Second Trial of Ex-Patrolman 


Held for Bringing in Diamonds 
to End Today. 


The second prosecution of John T. 
McIntyre, former patrolman, on a 
charge of diamond smuggling ended 
yesterday, and the defendant was 
called to the stand to testify in his 
own defense. McIntyre is battling 
against several alleged fellow-con- 
spirators who have pleaded guilty 
and are helping the government in 
its attempt to convict him. 

McIntyre denied every charge 
against him and suggested that Wil- 
liam Ballyn, former chief steward of 
the Cunard liner Berengaria, who 
pleaded guilty, and other witnesses 
were trying to make things easier 
for themselves. David P. Siegel, Mc- 
Intyre’s counsel, placed his bank- 


books in evidence. These showed 
that in 1927 and 1928 the deposits 
amounted to $4,700. MclIntyre’s sal- 


j ary was $2,500 a year. 


McIntyre asserted that $3,700 of 
the amount deposited was the prop- 
erty of his mother-in-law, explaining 
that the money was deposited by him 
because his mother-in-law did not 
want to be bothered with a bank ac- 
count of her own. 

Under cross-examination McIntyre 
admitted buying a $995 radio set, a 
$2,065 automobile and stock in the 
Remington Arms Company for $1,800. 

Dudley Field Malone was called as 
a character witness. He said he had 
known the defendant since 1914 and 
his reputation for veracity and hon- 
esty was excellent. 

Before the prosecution rested, Les- 
lie Metcalf, a ship steward, testi- 
fied that he had delivered five pack- 
ages of diamonds to McIntyre in 
1928. The trial is expected to end 
late today.

Mechanistic System of Molecules 


Told Of by Mulliken, Langmuir 
and Jaeger at Columbus.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 30.— 
Chemistry, rather than Congres- 
sional measurés, may be the salva- 
tion of the farmer seeking relief, ac- 
cording to Louis J. Taber, master of 
the National Grange, who spoke to- 
day at the convention of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society. Mr. Taber 
has been a. proponent of the export 
debenture plan, which has provoked 
the outspoken criticism of Président 
Hoover in its presentation at the 
current special session. 

Mr. Taber predicted that the prob- 
lem of crop surpluses and the waste 
of agricultural products would be 
solved in the same manner in which 
many problems of industry have 
been solved, namely, by processes of 
eynthetic chemistry. 

Speakers who followed him justi- 
fied this point of view by teiling of 
the many articles produced from 
corn and from cotton seeds, which 
formérly involved a large loss to the 
farmer. 

“Farm relief that will endure can 
come to agriculture through proper 
research directed by American chem- 
ists in discovering new uses for food 
products as the raw materials for 
industry,”’ said Mr. Taber. ‘‘We will 


find this type of assistance more per- , 


manent than any legislation that 
Congress may pass. When we think 
of food products as food for ma- 
chines, as well as for man and beast 
we will find some burdensome sur- 
pluses vanishing 


At Status of an “Exact Science.” 


"The chemist has been the bene- 
factor of the race in many ways, but 
one of his greatest contributions has 
been in finding the true relationship 
of plant and animal food to progress 
and prosperity. Soil fertility and ani- 
mal nutrition have been reduced to 
an exact science 

‘The farmer hopes that the Amer- 
ican chemist will not only find cheap- 
er sources of plant food and discover 
new uses for farm products, but that 
they* will be able to combat the new 
nests that menace rural prosperity 
rlunger can be banisned from the 
earth by chemical skill and mechan- 
ical progress, plus the cooperation of 
an organized and intellizent agri- 
culture.”’ 

Corn and cotton are the only crops 
at present of major importance to 
the chemist, said Major T. P. Walker 
of the Commercial Solvents Company 
of Terre Haute, Ind., who discussed 
the theme suggested by Mr. Taber's 
address. Other farm products may 
acquire interest for the chemist as 
new means of utilizing them are dis- 
covered, he said. 

Corn crops in Illinois, near Peoria, 
which once went into the making of 
whisky, are now being converted 
into lacquer. Major Walker said. The 
production of butvl, alcohol acetone 
and ethyl alcohol uses up nearly 
10,000,000 bushels of corn annually. 
which is one-quarter of the amount 
formerly used in the manufacture of 
spirituous liquors. 

More than fifty chemical products 
are dérived from the corn kernel, he 
asserted. They include such things 
as table oil, soap, glycerine, rubber 
substitutes, fertilizer, starch, corn 
cyrup, tanner’s sugar and vegetable 
glue. 

Referring to the recent production 
of newsprint paper from corn stalks, 
he said that the nine States in the 
Corn Belt yielded enough stalks to 
produce yesrly 12.000,000 tons of 
paper. 

Doubts Value in Making Newsprint. 


Major Walker expressed doubt of 
the feasability of employing corn- 
stalks for this purpose, pointing out 
the cost of transporting such buiky 
material. 

Discussing the use to which cotton 
seeds are put, the speaker indicated 
that now the only feature of the seed 
that escaped use was its shape. The 
chemistry of synthesis has put the 
cotton seed in the same class as pork 
at Chicago, ‘‘where only the squeal 
gets away,"’ he said 

From cotton seeds are now pro 
duced refined oils, stearin, soap, 
nitroglycerine. roofing paint, writing 
paper, nitrocellulose, smokeless pow- 
der, lacquers, artificial leather, cel- 
luloid, rayon, photographic films 
sausage casings, toilet ware, fur 
fural carbohydrates and _ potash, 
Major Walker pointed out. The cot 
ton plant itself is used in bleaching 
dyeing. printing. waterproofing and 
mercerization 

Major Walker referred to the man- 
ufacture of insulating board from 
the refuse of tre sugar cane, after 
the juice had een extricated, and 
the production cf ethyl alcohol from 
‘‘blackstrap”™ molasses. 

Dairying, too, interests the chem 
ist, he said, adding that of 79.000.,- 
000,000 pounds of milk produced an 
nually, 22.500.000,000 pounds were 
processed for the fat content, from 
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which is obtained casein and milk 
sugar. Casein in its next chemical 
reincarnations appears as coating for 
paper, adhesive for wooden airplane 
propellers, glue, insecticide and wali 
paper. A special grade of casein is 
employed to make combs, brush 
backs, umbrella handles and buttons 

Waste lemons were being turned 
into citric acid, said Major Walker, 
3,000,000 pounds of the acid being so 
produced annually. One large Cali- 
fornia fruit packer. he said, had be- 
gun to turn his immense piles of 
fruit pits into ‘‘a good quality of 
charcoal."’ 


Relation of Farmer and Chemist. 


Economic rélations between the 


chemist and the farmer were dis- 
cusséd by Charles H. MacDowell, 
president of the Armour Fertilizer 
Works of Chicago. Urging the run- 
down soil be continually replenished 
with chemical nutriment, Mr. Mac- 
Dowell said that in wide areas of 
land there were deficiencies of nitro- 
gen phosphorus, potassium, calcium, 
iodine, sulphur, magnesium and man- 
ganese. 


“The effect of total lack of any 
one of these latter,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
often insidious and far reaching. If 
the crops are deficient, there may 
result thinner and weaker live stock 
and poultry on the farm, milk lack- 
ing in vital minerals and vitamins, 
and so, indirectly, ill health and de- 
ficiency diseases in the city.’ 

Experiments with dehydrated cat- 
tle food were told of by Henry W 
Jeffers of the Walker-Gordon Milk 
Company of New York. Experi- 
ments at Plainsboro, N. J., were 
working out well, Mr. Jeffers said, 
and although he did not attempt 
prophesy, some of his auditors saw 
a pastureless era dawning for cows 

While the farmer and the chemist 
were engaged at one symposium, the 
structure of molecules was being 
talked about at another. Systems of 
“suns and ‘‘satellites’’ so smal! that 
twenty-seven billion billions fill less 
than the space of a cube whose sides 
measure one-half inch are now re- 
vealed through the spectroscope, ac- 
cording to speakers on the composi- 
tion of molecules. The study of 
these tiny systems has given rise to 
a new mechanics, they said. Scarce- 
ly heard of by the general public, 
the new mechanics parallels that of 
Newton, where large bodies are con- 
cerned, but with the bodies dealt 
with of microscopic size 

The latest developments in the 
study of the band spectra of mole- 
cules were told of by Professor Rob- 
ert S. Mulliken of the University of 
Chicago, and other aspects of mole- 
cular structure were discussed by 
Dr. Irving Langmuir, president of 
the American Chemical Society and 
a member of the research staff of 
the General Electric Company, and 
Professor F. M. Jaeger of the Uni- 
versity of Groningen, Holland. Pro- 
fessor Victor La Mer of Columbia 
University presided. 


Not as Stable as Solar System. 

The new mechanics was described 
by Professor Harold C. 
Columbia 

“On the basis of the mechanics of 
Newton, it would be impossible to 
account for the stability of atoms 
and molecules,”’ Dr. Urey said. “We 


know that the solar svatem is stable 
in that it goes on for millions of 
years with scarcely any change in 
the orbits of the planets or moons 
of the planets. We might think that 
a similar planetary system of elec 
trons and nuclei, with the electrons 
for planets and the nucleus for the 
central sun, would also be stable 

‘This is not true, for such a system 
would lose energy in the form of 
light until finally all the planets 
would fall into the central sun 
Moreover, the collision of one atom 
with another would completely upset 
the system so that it would never 
return to its original condition 

‘These facts have led to the devel- 
opment of the new mechanics. When 
this is applied to large objects, it 
approaches the ordinary mechanics 
at Newton. It differs from Newton 
in its applications to these very 
minute systems, preventing a radia- 
tion of their energy as light and ac- 
counting for their stability. 

“This mechanics has another in 
teresting feature We observe the 
position and motion of the moon by 
light reflected from the sun, and we 
assume that the light has no effect 
upon the motion of the moon. In 
the case of the moon the assumption 
is justified; but when we come to 
observe the position of such a very 
small light particle as an electron by 
reflecting light from it, this assump- 
tion is no longer true. 

“The reflection of the light changes 
the position and motion of the ele. 
tron by enormous amounts and makes 
impossible any exact conclusions con 
cerning the detailed motions of elec- 
trona in atoms, 

“There seems to be a definite limit

set to the smallness of the worlds 
and universes we are able to investi- 
gate.” 

After the symposiums, the scien. | 
tists split into divisions representing 
the various groups of chemistry and 
went to Ohio State University for 
sessions devoted to special subjects 
The sessions at the university will 
continue tomorrow and up to noon 
Thursday. 


Molecular Actions in Surface Film. 
COLUMBUS, April 30 «1.—Dr.| 
Irving Langmuir today described a 
theory of the surface tension of 
liquids as devéloped by the chemist’s 
study of molecular structure. He ex 
plained that the ténsion common to 
the surface of liquids, as known to 
every one who has studied water in 
& glass, is due to downward Atmos- 
phéric pressure. j 

He related how various men, in- 
cluding himself, set out in recent | 
years to find exactly how the pres- 
sure operated. Experiments indi- 
cated that the films, as of oil on 
water, are only one molecule thick 
Now there are évidences that the 
molecules of the film arrange them 
selves all in the same attitude, as if 
all had their ‘‘heads’’ upward and 
their ‘‘tails’’ downward, instead of 
moving about freely as in the body 
of the liquid. 

From this it was indicated that 
molecules have properties on one side 
differing from those on the other, he 
asserted. It had further been found, 
Dr. Langmuir aaid, that in some 
films the molecules attach them- 
selves so firmly as to be true solid 
surfaces, while others aré somewhat 
like sand and still others are gases. 


PREDICTS iiAN SOON 
CAN ADD TO STATURE 


Dr. Oscar Riddle Forecasts Con- 
trol of Haman Growth Throagh 
Pituitary Gland Hormone. 


Increase in the stature of indi 
vidual human beings through scien 
tific control of feeding was declared 
to be a possible development in the 
near future, in a lecture délivered at 
Cooper Union Jast night by Dr. Oscar 
Riddle, of the Carnegie Institute Sta- 
tion for experimental evolution, 

Dr. Riddle said that such a contro! 
of thé size of numan beings, if it 
comes, will be reached through ex 
periments which have been already 
carried on with salamanders and 
rats. Both of these animals, he said 
had been made to grow to double 
their natural size through feeding 
with the anterior pituitary gland of 
other animals He also referred to 
experiments in changing the sex of 
certain of the lower animals 

“The salamander can at will be 
maintained as a water animal or 
made to become a land animal,"’ Dr 
Riddle said. ‘‘This same salamandet 
can be made to develop into an ani 
mal practically double its normal size 
by making it feed on a specific sub 
stance—the anterior pituitary eland 
from other animals Still other 
scientists have obtained the same re 
sult, from the use of the same sub- 
stance, in the rat 

“This same result has not been 
accomplished or attempted on human 
beings, and probably will not be at- 
tempted until the pure hormone of 
this gland has been found and pre- 
pared in a condition suitable for 
such use There are good reasons 
for expecting that this pure hormone 
will be obtained within the next few 
vears; and when it is obtained it will 
be possible to treat human beings 
during the period of normal growth 
at least, and thus inerease their 
stature But this application to hu 
mans of the things already accom- 
plished in animals remains a thing 
of the future

Agreement Works Well.

Curiously enough, the Euro- 
pean trust has carefully refrained 
from making any agreement in re- 
gard to the United States and it is 
presumed that each member is left 


free to go after business there, in- 
dependently, and in a manner best

The European chemical trust has 
proved to be one of the most fortu- 
nate of post-war trade combinations, 
and business leaders in France and 
Germany point to it as a concrete 
proof of the ability of the two forrmer 
enemy States to work together har- 
moniously. 

The Germans, with more advanced 
ideas for world trade expansion, have 
at times caused a certain amount of 
internal dissension, but on the whole 
both parties are quite satisfied and 
would do nothing which would séri- 


ously threaten the existence of the 
trust. 

If the Continental dye producers 
succeed in getting the British to join, 
and most of them think this will be 
brought about in the near future, 
then the American chemical interests 
will be faced with a serious problem. 
But the American business leaders, 
it is believed here, would anticipate 
this day by joining the European 
combination and thus sharing in its 
many advantages.

Dr. Fosdick Praises Rockefeller. 
The Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fos- 
lick, Mr. Rockefeller's pastor, made 
the presentation to him. He said: 
“The reasons for this presentation 
are so obvious that no verbal obbli- 
gato on my part is necessary.’’ He 
spoke of the three classes of men 
of business—the first, the men below 
the average standard, the men who 
cheat; the second class, those men 
of honor who abide by the rules, 
‘“‘men of honor, whose word is as 
good as their bond;’’ and the third 
class, those men who ‘“‘have the hon- 
orable virtues of the second class, 
but more in addition.”’ 

“They are the men,.”’ Dr. Fosdick

said, ‘‘who not only play the game) 
by the rules but who question the} 


rules. They are not content to ac- 
cept the relationship of capital and 
labor but they ask: Is it not possible 
to improve the condition of capital 
and Jabor? They are above the aver- 
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I say that in the third group Mr. 
Rockefeller is ahead of the crowd? 

‘This, I know, is one of the most 
excruciating moments in Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s life. But if there is any one 
here who does not know why this 
medal is being given, that person is 
unacquainted with what is being 


done in the field of good business, | 


good citizenship and good philan- 
thropy.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller, responding to the 
presentation, said 

“IT am deeply sensitive to the honor 
you have done me tonight. In award- 
ing this medal to me you think of 
me at my best and magnify that 
best. Having had my share of pub- 
lic censure this gift is very welcome 
and appreciated. 

“This tribute should be laid at the 
feet of my parents, because anything 
you may feel toward me is due to 
my sainted mother and the lifelong 
example of my revered father.’’ 


Tells of Miss Livingston's Heroism. 


In reading the citation of Miss Liv- 
ingston Mr. Redfield referred to her 
“devoted, beautiful, rare and cour- 
ageous spirit.’’ Lawrence Chamber- 
lain, who presented the medal, told 
of her labors of twenty-five years in 
a crusade to end the forcible kid- 
napping or detention of young girls 
He said that Chinatown today is 
clean in this respect because of her 
efforts. 

“The price of the victory Miss 
Livingston has won in Chinatown has 
been high,’’ he added. ‘‘Danger and 
death have been her companions. 
She has been shot at, she has been 
stabbed, she has been beaten, has 
been thrown out of a window in a 
Brooklyn rooming house, she has 
been tossed down a flight of steps 
from an opium den 

“She spends 10 per cent of her 
time,” he continued, “‘in hospitals 
recovering from wounds she received 
earlier in her battle. That is the 
price in physical’ suffering But 
there is also the price she has paid 
in spirit. Think of the great price in 
loneliness. She has had to play a 
lone hand.”’ 

Mr, Chamberlain spoke of the dis- 
taste of the public to come to grips 
with her problem, which he said ‘‘is 
the kind of thing like leprosy which 
people fear to touch.’’ He declared 
that the feeling was passing but that 
the problem now is to obtain a means 
of carrying on Miss Livingston's 
work when she is no longer able to 
do it herself. 

Miss Livingston, more visibly 
touched than any of the other re- 
cipients, told something of her work 
land the long struggle she has carried 
on single handed against commer- 
| cialized vice 

“I never expected recognition in 
imy lifetime,’’ she said. ‘‘I had onlv 
hoped to receive my reward when I 
was called to rest. I cannot thank 
you for this medal; this medal is not 
given to me, it is given to God. It 
}J8 not my work I do; it is God's 
|work. I promise you tonight that I 
shall stand true. I'll never give in 
| till He sees fit to call me home and 
'I go where there is no more suffering 
or sorrow.”’ 


Willard Extolled as Leader. 


Mr. Willard was extolled by Mr. 
Redfield as a man who had come in 
‘“‘a new day In corporate life: a day 
when men who have risen have 

| brought their conscience with them 
and who are leaders and not drivers 
of men.”’ 

Emory R. Johnson of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, who presented 
the medal to Mr. Willard, said 

“We find in you the ideal execu- 

tive whose purpose has been for the 
constant achievement of the use of 
|men and capital to make possible a 
higher standard of living. Your high 
| ideals set the standard for others to 
| follow. You are the ideal man of af- 
fairs—the man who has never lost 
touch with humanity.’’ 

Mr. Willard discussed the respon- 
sibility of society as a whole to solve 
the problem of unemployment, which, 
he said, ‘‘contains within itself a po 
tential menace to the continuity and 
stability of our economic system.” 
He referred to an address of Owen 
D. Young, who called unemployment 
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the ‘‘greatest economic blot upon our) gifts—is most repugnant, possibly 


capitalistic system.’’ 


agree with Mr. Young,”’ Mr. 
Willard said, ‘‘that all men are en- 
titled to an opportunity to earn their 
living under any economic system 
worthy of the name, but I do not 
agree that the responsibility for fur- 
nishing the opportunity rests wholly 
with business. On the contrary I 
think the responsibility rests upon 
society as a whole, and business 1s 
only one of the many manifestations 
of our social activities.”’ 

Mr. Willard referred to his testi- 
mony before a special committee of 
the United States Senate on the un- 
employment problem in which he 
called attention to the changed con- 
ditions of the present-day period as 
compared with the period of his boy- 
hood when land was open in the 
West, the country was in the midst 
of a great period of railroad expan- 
sion and there was no problem for 
the young man seeking new employ- 
ment opportunity. 

“Today the situation has entirely 
changed,’’ he continued. ‘‘The best 
lands in the West have been taken 
up. The period of rapid railroad con- 
struction is closed. The cities, large 
and small, have reached a more stab 
ilized condition in keeping with the 
present-day requirements, When a 
man now, young or old, for any rea- 
son finds himself out of employ- 
ment, the problem of obtaining 4 
new job suitable to his capacity and 
inclination is much more serious than 
it was in the time of which I have 
been speaking.’’ 


Seeks Solution of Unemployment. 


Mr. Willard discussed the change 
brought about by the development of 
modern labor-saving machinery. 
These inventions, he said, had in 
creased the productive capacity of 
the country untii “I venture to say 
that our producing capacity exceeds 
our consuming capacity by more 
than 25 per cent.”’ 

“Recently at a conference attended 
largely by men representing certain 
branche of the railroad service 
Mr. Willard continued, ‘‘it was re- 
solved that in order to meet the sit- 
uation which I am discussing ef- 
forts should be made to bring about 
a six-hour working day and a five- 
day working week instead of a day 
of eignt hours with a five and a half 
or six day week as at present. I am 
entirely sympathetic with the desire 
behind that resolution to find a s0- 
lution of the problem of unemploy- 
ment, but I am wholly unsympa- 
thetic with the manner in which it 
is proposed to deal with it. 

“Tt certainly seems unwise, un- 
economic and wasteful for workmen 
in the prime of their lives to employ 
in a useful, constructive and gainful 
manner less than one-half of the 
daylight time To me such waste 
of time-—the most valuable of all our 


due in part to my early New Eng- 
land training and perhaps to a trace 
of a so-called New England con- 
science, 


“The way to solve the unemploy- 


ment problem is not to be found by 
encouraging men to remain idle 
when they ought to be usefully em- 
ployed, and I repeat that such a 
course, in my opinion, would be 
wasteful, unwise and uneconomic.”’ 


As remedies Mr. Willard suggested 


that society must realize that if it 
is to have the advantages of the 
modern industrial system it must 
bear the responsibilitles ‘‘that are 
inseparable from those advantages.’ 
He advocated making farm life more 
attractive to stop the urbanization of 
population; adequate and accurate 
statistics regarding the number of 
unemployed and causes of unem- 
ployment; efforts to increase foreign 
trade to increase consumer demand; 
intelligent use of public works pro- 
grams to use labor in times of de- 
pression; and that ‘“‘private industry 
should recognize the responsibilits 
which rests upon it to stabilize em- 
ployment within itself.’’

George W. Wickersham, former 
United States Attorney General, who 
presented the medal to Professor 


Shotwell, said: 

‘When the history of the Kellogg- 
Sriand treaty is written the world 
will realize the part played by this 


,college professor in bringing about 


this extraordinary proposal promul- 
gated by the French Cabinet Minis- 
ter. No more momentous treaty was 
ever made between nations. Its very 
simplicity of expression made it dif- 
ficult to realize its importance.”’ 

Mr. Wickersham referred to the 


tfar-reaching implications of the 
| treaty and pleaded for understanding 


of these implications, and added: ‘'It 


|is in making clear those implications 


that we honor Professor Shotwell.’’ 
“IT am especially pleased that in 





presenting this medal to me Mr. 
Wickersham has kept our minds on 
the problem before us,’’ Mr. Shot- 
well said. ‘‘We are in the midst of 
the greatest movement in history; 
the greatest reform in the history 
of the world. This is an instrument 
of civilization on its upward march 

‘In learning the tragic lessons of 
the world catastrophe we are grap- 
pling with a problem greater than 
many of us suspect. The only way 
to do it is not by emotion, but by 
careful, sound objective considera- 
tion of the problem.”’ 

‘“‘We have said in this treaty.’’ he 
continued, ‘‘which the United States 
must uphold or violate its honor, 


that we are giving up war as an in-| 


strument of national policy. We must 
school ourselves to think of the per- 
tinent means of settlement because 
we cannot give up war unless we 
have something to replace it 

“There is only one way to try this 
out. We must be schooling ourselves 
In experience in the calm times when 
little things are up for adjustment. 
We must be schooling ourselves to 
take up those specific means sothat 
we will be ready when the crisis 
comes 

The world of business is building 
up a world community. It is taking 
shape before our very eyes 3ut the 
political expedients which are perti- 
nent to this evolving world are al- 
most untried. We must take on those 
expedient means of settling our dif- 


' ferences Unless we are ready to 


take on these instruments we are not 
going to adjust the United States to 
the era 

“There is only one place the ex- 
periment is being tried. That is Ge- 
neva. It is time for the United States 
to rid itself of demagogery in dealing 
with international affairs. We must 
try and work out the problem, not in 
time of crisis, but in our ordinary 
affairs. It is not a moral problem: 
it is a problem of intelligence. That 
is the only method by which a na- 
tion can insure for itself peace with- 
out which material gains crumble 
in our hands.’”’

fer something of the structure of the 
earth by analyzing the long waves 
set in motion by the mighty hammer 
of an earthquake."’ Dr. Daly said. 
Earthquakes, volcanoes and the 
formation of new mountain ranges 
owe their origin to landslides of 
great blocks of the earth’s crust rid- 
ing on the great subterranean sea of 
glass, Dr. Daly added. The crump- 
lings on the down side of a great 
slide caused mountains to rise and 
allowed great outflowings of the lava 
and gave birth to volcanoes, he said. 
These earth movements, he went on, 
are caused by the tendency of an 
unfinished and distorted earth to cor- 


rect its symmetery. 
According to Dr. Daly the earth 
Ceveloped from gases pulled away 


from the sun. Early in its career, 
when it was passing from the gas-| 


eous to the molten state, the earth 
met with a terrific catastrophe, he 
said. Either because of gigantic 


tidal waves which rolled over it or 
because of its lop-sided pear-like 
shape, he declared a mass which 
later became the moon was hurled

Dr. Daly explained that the earth 
had never fully recovered from that

Reasserts at Inquest That She 
Is “Entirely Innocent’’ of 
Shooting Husband. 


DESCRIBES TRAGIC DISPUTE 


Says She Tore Down Picture and 
He Broke Dish and Threw Flat- 


iron Across Room.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 50 
In a crowded court room, Mrs. Gladys 
Foster Beardslee, 27, of Stratford, 
told Coroner John J. Phelan today at 
the inquest on the death of her hus 
band, Oliver Beardslee, 51, that she 
was ‘‘entirely innocent’’ of shooting 
her husband, who died from a bullet 
wound in the head last Thursday. 
Mr. Phelan, at the close of the in- 
quest, said he would not have his 

finding ready before Thursday 

‘T did not fire that shot. I did not 
have the gun !n my nand that 
night,’’ Mrs. Beardslee testified 

On the stand for nearly two hours, 
she disclosed intimate details of her 
married life—how she had married 
Beardslee at Old Trinity Church, 
New York City, in August, 1926, and 
how there had been frequent quarrels 
because Beardslee, just before their 
marriage, had allegedly squandered 
his fortune on women and on his 
friend and business partner, George 
Wilson. She told of her drinking 
habits, of their financial straits and 
other details leading up to. the 
tragedy. 

Tells of Liquor Purchases, 

She told of drinking every two days 
a quart of wine bought for 75 cents, 
of purchasing every week or so a 
bottle of liquor for a dollar, the dol- 
lar often given to her husband by

“Mr. Jim” (Vincent Curcio), their 
bootlegger, of Bridgeport, and taken 
back when he sold them the liquor. 

Mr. Jim had once tried to kiss her, 
but that was the extent of his inti- 
macy, she said.

He threw 
and broke a painted dish, and finally 
threw a flatiron across the room 
This frightened. her and she sat 
down and resumed reading a book 
He left the room, she said 

“After about fifteen minutes I de- 
cided to look for him,’’ she added 
“T looked into his bedroom. He was 
in bed I said, ‘What, Deaky. have 
vou gone to bed?’ | Deaky was short 
for Deacon, she explained.] He did 
not answer me 


Says He Showed Pistol. 


‘*He raised his left hand from the 
bed and I saw the revolver. He looked 
at me and didn’t say a word ‘Oh 
Deaky, don't be a fool, you know you 
wouldn't do anything like that I 
said. Then there was the explosion 
I looked at him and saw he was 
bleeding. He got up and walked to 
the bathroom, so brave. He sat on 
a chair. I followed him in, and he 
looked terrible.’’

Edwin W. Coggeshall Estate Goes 
to Daughter—R. C. Gilfillan 
Appraisal $853,722. 


The Revs Dr. Percy Stickney 
Grant, for many years pastor of the 
Church of the Ascension, left a total 
estate of $79,394 and a net estate of 
$65,213 when he died on Feb. 13, 1927, 
at a Mount Kisco hospital after an 
operation fo’ appendicitis. The es- 
tate was rediaed by debts of $9,186 
and other desyetions. The chief in- 
debtedness was $8,000 due on eleven 
notes executed .o the Gorn Exchange 
Bank, for which he gave 200 shares 
of preferred stock of the United 
Drug Company, worth $11,700, as col- 
lateral. He also owned 500 addi- 
tional slrares of tme same stock worth 
$29,250. 

The appraisal, fled yesterday by 
Deputy Tax Comméssioner Stephen- 
son, showed that Dr. Grant’s royalty 
contract with Harper & Brothers 
was of no value and that royalties of 
only $1.05 were due him on his 
death. A valuation of $205.45 was 
placed on 289 copies of his poems, 
‘‘The Fifth Avenue Parade,’’ and 298 
copies of his ‘‘Essays.’’ His personal 
property of the total valuation of 
$8,891 included $1,360 as the value of 
his library and $100 for his clothing 
His real estate consisted of an equity 
of $27,455 in his home, Beaver Lodge, 
at Bedford Hills, valued at $50,000, | 
and twenty-two acres of wild land in 
the town of Tamworth, N. H., val- 
ved at $2,300, but not included in his 
New York State appraisal. 

The Rev. Dr. Grant gave $10,000 
to Maude A. Haskins of Bloomfield, | 
N. J., and $5,000 to Sarah J. Gra- 
ham of Bedford Hills, for some years 
his housekeeper, while $2,500 was left 
to Anna and Elizabeth Knauf, 
friends, of 500 West Lilith Street. 
His personal effects were given to 
his sister, Margarent Grant Stone, of 
Abington, Mass., together with a life 
interest in $27,322, while a life in- 
terest in $18,215 was left to Mary 
Ellen Pendleton, member of his! 
household at Bedford Hills. Upon, 
the death of these beneficiaries the 
principal of the trusts will be divid- 
ed between his nephews, Eric Percy 
Stone and Stephen Grant Stone. 

The estate was estimated at more 
than $100,000 when the clergyman 
died. Several years before his death 
parishioners of the Church of the As- 
cension gave him $20,000. 

Coggeshall Estate $392,127. 


Edwin W. Coggeshall, lawyer, and 
chairman of the Lawyers Title and 
Guaranty Company, who died on 
March 31, left an estate appraised 
yesterday at $427,926 gross and $392,- 
127 net, which included securities 
worth $227,251. Among his stocks 
were 500 shares of the Lawyers Title 
and Guaranty Company, of which he 
was a founder, worth $190,000, and 10 
shares of the Lawyers Trust Com- 
pany, issued to him to qualify him as 
a director, which were valued at $200 
a share under an agreement by which 
the stock was to be sold to the com- 
pany at that sum. He also owned 60 
shares of the Lawyers Westchester 
Mortgage and Title Company, which 
he also established, valued at $18,600. 

Mr. Coggeshall had $57,225 in real 
estate, consisting of an equity of

He owned 
a stool which had belonged to Dick- 
ens at Gads Hill, worth $100, which 
he left to his tra. Philip S. Dean, 
together with a @hair used by Presi- 
dent Lincoln in the White House, 
worth $100.

Three of the Assistant At- 
torneys General in this depart- 
ment, who had business with the 
office of the United States Attor- 
ney in Brooklyn, confirmed the 
conclusion that the office was not 
being satisfactorily administered. 

Because of the impending change 
in the administration and the press 
of other matters, the Attorney Gen- 
eral did not have time to review 
the result of these hearings, and 
on March 2 one of the administra- 
tive assistants wrote Mr. De Groot, 
stating: 

“Up to the present time the At- 
torney General has not been able 
to give attention to the matter of 
your status.’’

“If they chose to raise the black 
flag of political piracy and oust me 
without a hearing, I must bow to 
the will of the executives,’’ he said 
as he was leaving his office. ‘‘That 
is inevitable.’’ Never would he re- 
sign, however, Mr. De Groot added 
saying he would continue fighting to 
the finish. This, he said, he owed 
to the people of Brooklyn and of his 
district, the overwhelming majority 
of whom, he felt, had confidence in 
his administration.

body was charred so that authori- 
ties at first feared it never would 
be identified. 

Sure as he was that he had covered 
his tracks perfectly, Peacox had 
schemed with a 19-year-old gir! of his 
acquaintance to provide an alibi for 
himself, it was learned yesterday as 
the authorities arrested Frances Neu- 
man, who said she preferred to be 
known as Murray, and held her as a 
material witness in $10,000 bail. : 

Miss Neuman, who lives at 518 
West 151st Street, and who described 
herself as a ‘‘hotel worker,’’ told Mr. 
Coyne that she had been with Pea- 
cox in his Mount Vernon home on 
the evening of April 24, three days 
after the murder. While driving 
there from New York he told her 
that he had had a party in his rooms 
Sunday night and that a woman vis- 
‘itor had become so drunk that he 
had to carry her out of the house, 
because ‘‘she screamed so I was 
afraid she would waken the neigh- 
bors."’ 

“If anybody says anything about 
it, say it was you, will you?’’ she 
said he had asked. She promised 
she would do as he asked, Miss Neu- 
man said, asserting that Peacox had 
told her he might ‘‘get into a jam 
with the police.’’

FLIER GETS 62 YEARS 
FOR SLAYING A BOY 


Family of Victim Encourage 
Leniency in the Sentencing of 


James A. Wynne. 


James A. Wynne, 28 years old, an 
airplane mechanic who at one time 
was known as a stunt flier, was 
sentenced to Sing Sing for from six 
and a half to thirteen years yester- 
day by Judge Mancuso in General 
Sessions for killing 16-year-old James 
Landusky in the elevator of the 
Forty-fourth Street Theatre Build- 
ing at 216 West Forty-fourth Street 
shortly before dawn on Feb. 9 
Wynne shot and mortally wounded 
the boy because young Landusky, 
who lived 15 Chestnut 
Long Island City, would not 
him down in the elevator to 
Little Club in the basement of 
building 

Wynne was indicted for murder in 
the first degree, but he was per- 
mitted to plead guilty to manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree. A probation 
officer reported that Wynne was in- 
toxicated at the time he shot the 
boy. The boy, before he died, told 
the police that Wynne fired at him’ 
after he told him that there was 
nobody in the Little Club 

Under the law, a minimum sen- 
tence of five years had to be im- 
posed on Wynne for the use of the 
pistol, which left the remaining year 
and a half of the minimum sentence 
to cover the slaying 

Many letters urging clemency were 
received by Judge Mancuso from rel- 
atives and friends of Wynne's family 
in his native city, Reading, Pa., and 
in Dayton, Ohio. where the slayer 
was married last September to Miss 
Ida Hochwalt, daughter of a phy 
Sician The probation officer said 
that Wynne’s brother, Charles, is a 
cadet at West Point. 

The parents of the slain boy were 
in court yesterday when sentence 
was imposed. The probation officer 
said they had expressed sympathy for 
Wynne's family and were willing 
that leniency be shown. It also de- 
veloped that the boy was the main 
support of his family, and Judg+ 
Mancuso directed that $1,500 which 
had been turned over to the proba- 
tion officer by relatives of the slayei 
be delivered to the parents 

Wynne was emploved as a me- 
chanic at the Curtiss Airplane Field 
in Garden City and was living at 68 
Van Cott Avenue, Hempstead, L., I., 
at the time of the shooting.

Then we 
struggled about the room I had 
a fully loaded .32 calibre automatic 
pistol in my hip pocket I pulled 
it out and pointed it at her. Then 
she started to scream and holler 
I hit her across the back of the 
head with the butt of the pistol. 

She fell to the floor and blood 
started to spurt all over the place. 
She was still screaming madly. 
She got up on her feet and we 
struggled again In some manner 
she knocked the gun out of my 
hand and it fell to the floor. We 
both went after it, tumbling over 
each other. Then she got the gun 
She was half crouched down with 
the gun in her right hand near the 
floor. 


“I Guess I Was Mad. 


I guess I was mad. I

T was no particular Surprise that our Ryder Cup 
team lost possession of the team trophy, but there 
was ingenuity in the way they did it. They took 
a neat lead in the foursomes, at which style of play 
they were supposed to be handicapped by lack of 
experience, and they took a gaudy trimming in the 
singles, at which they were supposed to excel. They 
stumbled just where they were expected to sprint. 
There must be some strengthening tonic in native 
air or home cooking. A few years ago when the 
professional golf teams first clashed in Great Britain, 
our forces were driven off in utter rout. When the 
British Ryder Cup players came to Worcester, they 
were harried and chivvied into subjection by our 
homebreds on the New England heath. Now our 
team has invaded England and has met with the ordi- 
nary fate of touring teams. When the British next 
come over here, the odds will be all in our favor. 
Under these circumstances it is astonishing that 
our golfers have done so well in British open cham- 
pionships since the war. In the last nine open cham- 
pionships golfers from this side of the water have 
won the title seven times. Considering that it was 
done without the aid of home cooking, it is a remark- 


able record. 
The British Open. 


There will be a score of golfers from this country 
teeing off at Muirfield next week and about ten 
times as many British midiron masters and niblick 
wielders in the same tourney. The odds aren’t 10 to 1 
against us, because the representatives from this side 
of the water include the topnotch players of this 
country. The added numbers on the British side do 
not increase the chances of victory proportionately. 

To a man up a tree it would seem that it is almost 
an even-Stephen proposition. If there are any odds, 
they favor the British players, giving some allowance 
for added numbers and some advantage in playing 
on the home heath. On behalf of our entries there is 
the point that they include all the best professionals 
of this country, foreign-born as well as homebred; 
that most of them have been through the fire in 
previous open championships abroad and that, on the 
record of recent years and in spite of the Ryder 
Cup defeat, they are at least the equal of the British 
contingent in aggregate skill. 

Perhaps that’s putting it mildly, but it’s safer to 
put it mildly with the championship yet to be played. 
Great Britain is a breeding ground for good golfers, 
as a look at the list of the winners of our own open 
championship in the last nine years will prove. 


Clubs to Spare. 


Somebody counted Horton Smith’s clubs when he 
spread them out on the grass at Moortown and there 


were twenty-six of them, of which eight were wooden 
clubs. He made good use of them to win his singles 
match in the Ryder Cup competition, but it does 


seem that golfers are going to extremes in the matter 
of extra clubs these days. 

There was some excuse for Horton Smith. He had 
to throw away his steel-shafted wooden clubs to con- 
form to British regulations and he was trying to select 
a driver, brassie and spoon to suit him in the hickory- 
shafted class. But what was he doing with eighteen 
iron clubs and putters?

The chances are that they could dispense with half 
of them without adding anything to their scores. 
They carry some clubs they don’t use twice in a 
round and some they don’t use twice in a season. 
Somebody should step up and put in a word for the 
overburdened caddies. If the players had to carry 
their own clubs, there would be abandoned irons and 
brassies strewn all over the fairway. 


Settling the Score. 


Take a good player who has twenty clubs in a bag 
and makes a score of 75. He will use his driver on 
fourteen holes. He will play approximately thirty-two 
strokes with his putter. That would leave him only 
thirty-nine strokes to play with all his other clubs 
and no mention has yet been made of his mashie 
or midiron. 

By the way, mention of ‘‘mashie”’’ or ‘‘midiron’’ is 
cut of date, of course. But giving the clubs numbers 
instead of names doesn't change the use to which 
they are put. In the days of the ‘‘baffy’’ and the 
“‘lofter,”’ the oldtimers had no trouble getting the 
gutty ball up to the hole with a maximum of six 
clubs,

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WEIGH BIG BUSINESS 
AS ‘MENACE’ 10 MEN 


Some Speakers at Economic 
Club Dinner See Spiritual Dan- 
ger, While Others Dispute It. 


1,000 HEAR VARYING VIEWS, 


Filene Finds Greater Leisure Adds 
to Culture—Cravath Says All Are 
Reduced to Level of Clerks. 


The advantages of big business in 
raising the material standards of 
American life as contrasted with 
what some speakers regarded as its 
Spiritual blights were discussed at 
the eighty-ninth annual dinner of the 
Economic Club of New York at the 
Hotel Astor last night. 

More than 1,000 persons heard Ed- 
ward A. Filene of Boston, Paul D. 
Cravath, Professor Myron W. Atkins 
of New York University, and Repre- 
sentative Emanuel Celler discuss the 
question, ‘‘Is Big Business a Men- 
ace?’’ All of the speakers readily 
admitted its superiority over a more 
primitive economic structure so far 
as material ends were concerned, but 
some questioned the salutary effect 
of modern industrialism upon the 
soul of man. 

The doubters were Mr. Cravath, 
who, styling himself a representative 
of Wall Street, called attention to 
what he termed the destruction of 
individuality and community spirit 
fostered by the hectic forces of pres- 
ent-day materialism, and Professor 
Watkins, who, while defending 
warmly the achievements of big busi- 
ness in raising the economic level of 
society and increasing material well- 
being, dwelt upon its corroding in- 
fluence in the domain of culture and 
the humanities. 


Denies World Is Mechanized. 


Taking the opposite view, Mr. 
Filene denied that big business was 
making for a mechanical world. It 
was his view that by increasing 
prosperity and relieving the burdens 
of toil by the development of ma- 
chine production, modern industry 
was making it possible for the peo- 
ple to pursue cultural avocations and 
concentrate in greater degree than 
was formerly possible upon matters 
of the spirit and intellect. 

It was Mr. Filene'’s opinion that 
the next big task confronting Ameri- 
can industry, a task which he termed 
an industrial revolution as far reach- 
ing and important as was the revolu- 
tion incident to mass production, is 
the reduction of waste, particularly 
in mass distribution. The average 
commodity, he pointed out, doubles 
in price in the process between pro- 
duction and consumption. A basic 
change in distribution is essential if 
the structure of big business is to be 
preserved and improved upon, Mr 
Filene said. This must proceed hand 
in hand with the maintenance of the 
principle of high wages if there is to 
be a market for the vast quantities 
of goods produced. He emphasized 
the need of developing American 
foreign trade to meet the output of 
mass production. He felt conficent 
that big business was making for 
international peace in bringing the 
nations closer together economically 
and making them interdependent. — 

Supporting Mr, Filene was Francis 
H. Sisson, vice president of the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, who was toast- 
master. 

“Every great period of material 
prosperity has been followed inevit- 
ably by a period of great cultural ad- 
vancement,’’ he asserted. He pre- 
dicted a similar experience for the 
United States. 

‘*‘We are on the high seas of pros- 
perity,.’’ said Professor Watkins, re- 
ferring to the advantages of big busi- 
ness as contrasted with what he 
termed its cultural menace. ‘‘We 
have all been swept out to sea. We 
are still afloat thanks to the steady 
ship of big business, but whither are 
We going?” 


Big Business As a Menace. 


‘Big business is perhaps the most 
serious menace in economic and sv- 
cial life as it affects the American 
people in our age,’’ was the statement 
made by Mr. Cravath to the hundreds 
of business men, industrialists and 
financiers. ‘‘It has reduced the ma- 
jority of our city population to rela- 
tively happy, prosperous clerks and 
unskilled laborers without any civic 
spirit.’’ 

Mr. Cravath said he believed this 
tendency was fraught with peril to 
American social institutions. He sug- 
gested that the Economic Club study 
this problem, but warned that any 
attempt to solve it by law or force 
would be as futile as had been the 
experiment of prohibition.

A passenger on the plane was 
Dorothy Deckard, 17 months old, 
who already is a veteran of the air 
She and her sister, Betty, who is 17 
years old, accompanied their mother,

The plane was flown by Everett 
Chandler, who will pilot the air com- 
muters during the season. He said 
he had made the northbound trip in 
seventy-five minutes and the return 
in eighty-two. A headwind, he said, 
accounted for the added time coming 
down the river Ten minutes were 
consumed in Albany, landing, taxi-

The plane is owned by Coastal Air- 
ways, Inc., which plans to extend its 
air commutation services from the 
Hudson River as far as Lake George 
during the Summer season.

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“NOT MUCH OF A METHODIST.” 


It would almost require another 
“ Provincial Letter” by BLAISE PAS- 
CAL to do justice to the controversy 
between Senator COPELAND and Dr. 
WILSON of the Methodist Board of 
Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals. The Senator, as a good 
Methodist, felt compelled with sor- 
row to resent and rebuke some of 
the political activities of the leaders 
of his Church. They had sought to 
control his vote in the’ Senate, and 
had misrepresented his position. In 
a long letter, which he made pub- 
lic, he endeavored to set himself 
straight and also to persuade the 
Methodist authorities to render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s. 
Senator CoPeLAND is also severely re- 
proachful about the Methodist lobby 
maintained in Washington. This 
looked directly at Dr. WILSON, who 
now retorts that there is no Metho- 
dist lobby—‘hough he probably 
would admit trat there is something 
which smells sweeter by another 
name—and accuses Senator COPE- 
LAND of having been so tainted by 
his alliance with Tammany that he 
doesn’t appear at present to be 
“much of a Methodist.” 

The Senator’s friends might well 
reply that he is as much of a Metho- 
dist as he ever was and no more of 
a Tammany man than he always 
has been. In fact, he was a good 
enough Methodist, in spite of being 
known as a creation of Tammany, 
s0 long as he would submit to 
Methodist dictation. In his cam- 
paign for re-election last year, after 
he had received another nomination 
at the hands of Tammany Hall, he 
counted upon a big Methodist vote 
for him, here and especially up the 
State, and evidently got it. He 
carried the State of New York, 
although Governor SMITH, a Catho- 
lic, could not. In Methodist publica- 
tions, Mr. COPELAND was mentioned 
with great respect as a Senator 
whom the Methodists considered one 
of themselves, and whom they de- 
lighted to honor. But when he went 
£0 far as to express doubts about 
the wisdom of the Volstead act, and 
—even worse—his conviction that it 
could not be enforced, he fell from 
grace, and became, in the eyes of 
the Methodist Board of Temperance, 
Prohibition and Public Morals, as a 
heathen man and a publican. 

Such are the perils of mixing up 
theology with politics. Senator 
COPELAND should have noted the 
amusement which PASCAL got out 
of the man who wrote: “Je suis 
“devenu grand théologien en peu de 
“temps.”

All this will be good news alike to

|for the removal of the New York 
Central tracks from “Death Ave- 
nue.” The project is so vast and 
complex that it is difficult to get a 
picture of it as a whole, It includes 
the building of a new elevated rail- 
road structure from Spring Street} 
north to Thirtieth Street and a tunnel 
from there to Sixtieth Street (both 
for the use of the railroad), Borough 
President MILLER’S west side motor 
highway, and the reclamation for 
park and playground use of large 
areas north of Seventy-second Street, 
where the tracks will be roofed over. 
Mr. TUTTLE’S latest report lists struc- 
tures which will cost the city about 
$50,000,000. Mr. MILLER estimates 
that Manhattan taxpayers will be 
charged $18,000,000 for the motor 
highway. Grade-crossing elimina- 
tions will add another $30,700,000, 
bringing the totai cost of the im- 
provement, exclusive of a large 
amount to be spent by the railroad, 
to the round sum of $100,000,000. 

With its subways and bridges and 

schools, New York is accustomed to 
such figures. They will represent 
in this case the cost of one of the 
most notable undertakings realized 
in the city’s history. It is a pity 
that the authorities have not done 
more to nelp the public understand 
this great project. As it is, an in- 
terested citizen must toil through 
long technical reports and piece to- 
‘gether various engineering blue- 
prints. Now that the Board of Esti- 
mate is about to give its final ap- 
proval to the plan, it would be a fine 
thing if the Mayor could arrange 
to publish it as a whole in popular| 
form, with the text of the agreement 
between the railroad and the city, 
cost estimates, cuts of the plan it- 
self, architect’s drawings of the more 
important structures and an accom- 
panying descriptive text which a 
layman could understand. Today he 
has only a vague notion of what it 
is all about. 


NEWSPAPER OWNERSHIP. 
Defending before a committee of 
the Massachusetts Legislature the 
purchase of half or more of The Bos- 
ton Herald-Traveler, Mr. GRAUSTEIN, 
the president of the International 
Paper and Power Company, gave as 
the reason for his company’s invest- 
ment the “common interest" be- 
tween paper mills and newspapers. 
As proof he cited the fact that THE 
New YORK TIMES has a newsprint 
mill in Canada. But that analogy is 
|a woeful misfit. THe TIMES, it is 
true, has a half interest in the news- 
print mill referred to, of which it

New York it is the mill which is 
owned by the newspaper. Mr. GRAU- 
STEIN’S newsprint corporation is also 
in the public utility business, thus 
arousing a natural public suspicion 
of some of the motives for its entry 
into journalism. 

All details of the International's 
purchase are to be sought by the 
Federal Trade Commission, which 
yesterday began to hear of a sur- 
prisingly wide extent of journalistic 
financing Buying or remarkably 
benevolent aiding of newspaper proj- 
ects by paper-power interests has 
been observed in other sections of 
the country, and the press of New 
England is aroused over the local 
example. The International justi- 
fies its act by asserting that its 
paper mills must 
tain peak to be profitable; and to 
obtain the newsprint orders nec- 
essary to assure that peak it decided 


to buy into the newspaper business. ,

Many other journals in the sec- 
tion where the transaction occurred 
express the sameconcern.

corporation because they buy of its 
output. 

WHAT FUSION REQUIRES. | 

Many of the recent discussions of | 
the possibility of a coalition against 
Tammany in the city election this | 
year smell of the laboratory.

FRUIT FLY. 


While the Bureau of Entomology 
tells us that there are many Ameri- 
can flies which spoil fruit and do 
a great deal of damage, none of 
them compares with the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly in destructiveness. 
House of Representatives— 
and the Senate has concurred—in 
appropriating $4,500,000 for war on 
this pest showed an _ understand- 
ing of conditions that are disturbing 
Isolation was the protection of the 
United States while this tly was 
ravaging only the countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean but 
Tunis, Algeria, South Africa, Brazil 
and Australasia. The vigilance of 
our inspectors accounted in part for 
the immunity the United States en- 
joyed. But at last Florida, which 
produced citrus fruits worth $35,- 
000,000 last year, has been invaded. 
Four counties with an area of forty 
square miles are infected. While the 
greatest menace is to citrus fruits, 
the Mediterranean fly feeds on and 
lays its eggs in other fruits and 
many vegetables. The annual fruit | 
truck crops of Florida are 
$125,000,000. The new 
pest threatened to be more terrible 
in one season than a hurricane. The 
State had declared a quarantine | 
against the fly, but could not cope

The method of dealing with the 
Mediterranean fly is to starve it 
out. After inspection has shown 
what fruits and vegetables are har- 
boring it they must be destroyed. 
Rigid quarantine should save the 
rest of a crop. Lessons in what 
must be done can be learned from 
Hawaii, where horticulturists have 
carried on a vigorous campaign 
since 1910. It is said by the Bureau 
of Entomology that "the generation 
“of a Mediterranean fruit fly, from 
“egg to adult, is a span of from 
“half a month to a little over a! 
“month, depending on the weather.”

DVORAK’S ANNIVERSARY. 


There being no living composers, 
apparently, whom the musical world 
feels moved to honor by celebrating 
their birthdays, it is fain to get what 
satisfaction it can from commemo- 
rating the anniversaries of dead 
ones.

BUSSY were extinguished, a stream 
that had continued to flow uninter- 
ruptedly for more than 300 years 
was dried up. 

The patriotic Czechoslovaks have 
observed the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of ANTONIN DVORAK’S death, 
which fell on May 1. It ought to 
have been observed in more places 
than Czechoslovakia, for DVORAK 
made a contribution to the whole 
world; and it ought to have been 
especially celebrated in this country, 
where he lived for three years and 
where he composed what now seem 
to be his only works destined to sur- 
vive—-the “ New World” symphony 
and the “ American” string quartet. 
Discussion that raged at one time 
about the ‘“ Americanism” of these 
works is pretty well stilled now. It 
is enough that the composer ap- 
pealed to the American taste and 
imagination in them more than in 
anything else that he wrote; though 
the appeal is still maintained beyond | 
the confines of America. The sym- 
phony is heard in almost every sea- 
son of almost every American or- 
chestra to an extent that some find 
satiating. Virtually everything else 
in DVORAK’S long list of composi- 
tions in all forms of music has been 
relegated more or less definitely to 
the closet, where the scores are 
Silently gathering dust. 

At a time when living talent and 
“ viable" musical production appear 
to have shrunk to a minimum, where 
the partisans of “little masters” 
industriously stir up short-lived en- 
thusiasms, it seems a pity that 
DvorAK’sS fame should have retired 
below the horizon. But so it is, and 
experience has shown that there is 
no second dawning for such a fame. 
Students may analyze the causes for 
this twilight and gathering night; 
they may say that here was a fresh | 
and original talent squandered with 
too little reflection, with too little 
support in stout construction, with 
too little reticence and observance of 
the Horatian maxim. But the talent 
was not strong enough to survive. 
There is a certain analogy between 
DVORAK’'S talent and SCHUBERT'S | 
genius. Both were “naif” musi- 
cians; and DVORAK was the last of 
that kindin the world. He entranced 
and delighted with the first and a 
good many subsequent hearings of 
his works; but they had not the in- 
nate vitality to last as SCHUBERT'S 
have lasted. Both were too hasty 
in composing and putting forth; 
but SCHUBERT had the genius of a 
stature and potency that confer 
immortality.

FOR RUSSIAN CHILDREN. 


Help Needed for Schools of Exiled 
Yaung Russians. 

, rds of The New York Times: 
As a consequence of what has hap- 
pened in Russia, tens of thousands 
of Russian children, many of them 
orphans now scattered all over 
Europe In America most of the 
children have a very good chance 
only to survive but also to ob- 
much education as they 
really want. In other countries, be- 
cause of various reasons, children 
are seldom placed in as favorable 
a situation, but these Russian chil- 
dren, unless helped, are likely either 
to starve or to go on the road of 
degradation 

Our attention has been called again 
to this problem by a welcome visitor 
to the United States, Alexander 
Konovaloff, the president of the Rus- 
sian Zemstvos and Town Relief Com- 
mittee in Europe. A man formerly 
of great wealth, he gave liberally his 
own money and efforts when he was 
one of the greatest Russian indus- 
trial leaders He was Minister of 
Trade and Commerce in the Pro- 
visional Government and later was 
imprisoned by the Bolsheviki. When 
he escaped to Europe, Mr. Konova- 
loff devoted his efforts to Russian 
children

Now the number has 
had to be reduced to three thousand. 
Unless speedy financial help be 
forthcoming other schools may have 
to be closed and children left to roam 
the streets helpless. Reports from 
Baltic countries show that the situ- 
ation often becomes so desperate that 
parents commit suicide because they 
cannot feed their families. Of course 
this does not solve the situation. 
We know the soundness of this 
work and personal integrity of Mr. 
Konovaloff. To be able’ to maintain 
the work at the present decreased 
scale, he needs to receive contribu- 
tions to the total amount of $80,009 
We hope that the American people 
will give their generous support to 
this urgent need.

Protest of Minorities Said to Be 
Proceeding Pacifically. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

According to a special cable from 
Sofia of April 21, published in your 
issue of April 22, Dr. Anton Pave- 
litch, former leader of the Croatian 
Federalist party, fleeing from the 
established dictatorship in Yugo- 
slavia, had arrived in Bulgaria 
and had been joyfully received by 
the Macedonian revolutionaries. Dr. 
Pavelitch and the national commit- 
tee representing the revolutionaries 
are said to have issued a joint decla- 
ration of their intention to make 
common cause against the Belgrade 
Government. As, under the present 
régime in Yugoslavia, it is impos- 
sible to use legal methods of assert- 
ing Croatian autonomy, Dr. Pave- 
litch has agreed with the Mace- 
donian revolutionaries to try the 
notorious methods of the latter by a 
renewal of guerrilla warfare along 
the Bulgarian-Yugoslav frontier. 
Your informant then says that the 
Belgrade press, strongly resenting 
this joint declaration of Pavelitch 
and the Macedonian revolutionaries, 
accuses the Bulgarian Government 
of sympathizing and acting in con- 
cert with them, and declares the 
professions of that government for 
an understanding with Yugoslavia to 
be utterly false. 

What has really happened dis- 
proves the interpretation put upon it 
and deductions drawn from it by 
your informant, The Macedonian | 
Tribune of April 25, a Bulgarian 
paper published in Indianapolis, has 
bas made public the declaration 
which has been cabled to it from| 
Sofia. It reads as follows: 

“Both parties acknowledge that the 
impossible régime to which Croatia 
and Macedonia are subjected enjoins 
on them equally to coordinate their 
legal activities for the acquisition 
of human national rights, political | 
liberty and complete State indepen-| 
dence of Croatia and Macedonia. | 


| Hence the two parties declare that! 


for the future they will exert and 
unify their efforts for the attainment | 
of these ideals of the two brotherly | 
peoples.”’ 

The declaration is signed by Dr. 
Pavelitch and Dr. Stanisheff, the 
chairman of the Committee of the! 
Macedonian Immigrants’ Societies in| 
Bulgaria. These societies are legally 
constituted bodies for benevolent 
purposes. They are not revolution-| 
ary, but by legal means, as press| 
agitation, public conferences in Eu-| 
ropean cities, memorials and peti- 
tions to the League of Nations, &c., 
try to arouse public opinion in Eu- 
rope and secure the rights promised 
by the peace treaties to the Bul- 
garian minorities under Serbian and 
Greek rule. These methods can} 
hardly be called revolutionary.

Aside from the fact that the joint | 
declaration has in view only legal!

He became actively associated in 
various enteyprises with former Sena- 
tor Calvin 8.

The plan to have it ready by 
Wednesday or Thursday of this week 
has been abandoned, they said, and 
instead an effort will be made to re- 
| Port the bill on Monday. 
| Chairman Hawley of the committee 
| would Rive no definite date on which 
the bill may be reported, but he in- 
dicated that he has 
hope of obtaining committee approval 
lof the draft schedules this week. 

The Republican members of the 
committee intend to be in session 
each day until the hill is reported. 

Much of the disagreement which at 
present delaying the bill due 
to the new sugar schedules, the 
reluctance of the committee to place 
any tariff on Canadian shingles, logs 
and lumber, and the efforts of farm 
members to force as high rates as 


possible on the agricultural products 
of the West.

industry. The demand came from 


Representative Frear, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, who recently proposed a 
bounty for domestic sugar as the 
solution of the protection problem. 


Frear Prepares Inquiry Motion. 


Mr. Frear announced he will intro- 


duce a joint reselution as 


the House meets again, providing for 
an investigation, not only of the 
economic conditions which are said 


to be threatening the American in- 
dustry, but also of the working con- 
ditions in the industry. 

The terms of the Frear resolution 
call for a joint committee composed 
of five Senators and five members 
of the House to make a general sur- 
vey of the financial and industrial 
situation with relation to domestic 
sugar production, with special atten- 
tion to labor conditions and con- 
tracts made with beet sugar growers, 
and to report ‘‘the effect of rapidly 
increasing free imports of cane sugar 
upon the future of the domestic 
sugar industry and what method can 
be used for the protection of such 
industry.”’ 

One ‘‘whereas”’ in the preamble to 
the Frear resolution calls for infor- 
mation as to the reasons for the 
“constant propaganda’”’ urging ‘‘that 
the present excessive tariff rate of 
2.2 cents per pound on sugar be 
further increased to 3 cents per 
pound, or a 60 per cent tariff on 
present sugar values.’’ 

A three-cent duty on sugar, Mr. 
Frear alleges in his resolution, would

place a direct added burden of 
$240,000,000 annually upon the con- 
sumers of the country. Mr. Frear 


referred to his speech in the House 
on April 20, when he said it has 
been charged that the large profits 
of domestic beet sugar companies 
were due to low beet-growing con- 
tracts and to ‘‘scandalous labor con- 
ditions, in which mothers and chil- 
dren of immature age work long 
days in the fields."

This line George Gould connected 
with the Pacific by construction of 
the Western Pacific and the addi- 
tion of the Denver & Rio Grande to 
the system. 

Tarning to the East, George Gould | 
acquired the Wabash and extended 
it from Detroit to Buffalo by a rail- | 
way built over a right-of-way owned | 
in Canada by the Grand Trunk Rail- | 
way. The acquisition of the Wheel- | 
ing followed. When the Pittsburgh 
& West Virginia was bought and 
extended to Pittsburgh, the battle 
with the Pennsylvania started. With 
the acquisition of control in the 
Western Maryland, only a short gap 
between that road and the Pitts- 
burgh & West Virginia remained | 
in the Gould transcontinental sys- 
tem. Recently the Pittsburgh & 
West Virginia received permission 
from the Interstate Commission to 
bridge this gap. 

The Gould system was dismem- 
bered in a subsequent period of 
financial stress.

CAR LOADINGS SHOW 
INCREASE FOR WEEK

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Load- 
ings of revenue freight for the week 
ended April 20 totaled 1,004.156 cars, 
the American Railway Association 
announced today, an increase of 32,- 
426 cars over the previous week.

COTTON PRICES GAIN 
5 TO 17 POINTS NET 


Part of Day’s Advance Is Lost at 


Close of Market—Rally Aided 
by Short Covering. 


Following Monday's aggressive sell- 
ing of cotton, liquidation diminished 
materially yesterday on the Cotton 
Exchange, and prices rallied a quar- 
ter of a cent at one time. A decline 
of 1% cents for the July delivery in 
two weeks had reduced the specula- 


tive long interest to an extent that 
& more two-sided course of fluctua- 
tions developed. With short cover- 
ing going on as various interests 
took profits on contracts sold last 
week, and with selling pressure less 
urgent both here and in New Or- 
‘eans, July recovered 35 points from 
low levels of the week. The final 
quotations for the list were 5 to 17 
points higher on the day after exe- 
cution of selling orders had eased 
various options 10 points or more 
Exports continue to fall behind the 
movement at this time last year and 
for the season, being 875,000 bales 
ahead of a year ago, compared with 
1,075,000 bales in excess earlier in 
the year. More than 4,000 bales 
reached New York for delivery on 
contract, which brought the local 
running stock in excess of 165,000 
bales, The increasing stock of cotton 
in New York has had a depressing 
effect on the July delivery, increas 
ing its discount to 17 points under 
October, to 33 points under Decem- 
ber and to 45 points under March, 
the widest spread thus far.
